Icould have done the part, but you see the 
actors hadn’t been paid any salary for three or ‘our 
months, and they could grow! so much more natural, that 
the manager said he couldn’t use me any more. He gave 
me a hat full of the stage diamonds for my time that 
night, and I left. 

L. Well, I don,t know whether you will do for 
the place or not, but we will have a renearsal and then we 
ein tell more about it. Now you will uave to do a 


immsical turn. Can you play guitar, mardolin or banjo? » 


Sel. Yes, I reckon—I never tried. 

Mrs. L. Well, Uli give you a chance to try. Now, I 
will do my parts in costume and you can do vour parts as 
you are, asI don’t suppose you brought your wardrobe 
with you? 

Sel. Yes, the most ofit. The landlord out at the 
stock yards, where I am staying, rather objected to me 
moving all my wardrobe— 

Mrs. L. Yes, I’ve been there myself, I understand. 
Well, we will do the rehearsal, and as you are rather new 
to the business, I will do the first turn and then you can 
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do your turn. 


(goes up stage, lights lamp and puts curling tron vn fire
